Starters Long Ago books are vocabulary controlled books designed 
to stimulate interest in the young child in simple topics from history. 
The illustrations include clear informative diagrams and imaginative 
reconstructions of events from the past. 

The texts are written for reading by young children. About 
90 per cent of the vocabulary used should be familiar to the 
young reader. 

A simple table at the end of each book suggests further topics 
for research, and key new words associated with the topic of each 
book are repeated with picture explanations in the dictionary at 
the end. This can also be used as an index for teaching children 


to look things up.
